
1* It v/as learned between 1 and 5 January 19E>1 that Soviet troops in battalion 
strength allowedly arrived in Sonnebarg in early January* The troops 
woro to be quartered along the zonal border in Krais Sonneberg* Various 
25X1 A houses wore evacuated in Lichtenhain, allegedly to quarter a company, 

\ Soviet detachment of ono officer and nine \ZU had boon quartered at the 
Kalte Kueche Inn, which is in Spechtsbrunn, Thuringia, in the area of 
Tettau, Uopor Franconia* This detachment left on 3 January* There v/ere 
no clianges in the detaclimont of 60 to 70 Soviets stationed at Spechtsbrunn. 
From 30 to 100 Soviets arrived at Leheoten* They were quartered in three 
houses vacated by civilians* 



2o On 2 and 3 January, a Voiles polisei Kommando of about 30 men nas transferred 
from Hasenthal, Thuringia, allegedly to Lichtentann near Saalfeld. .Uvout 
sevon Soviets wore subsequently stationed in Hasenthal* About hO German 
police were said to bo billeted in private quarters in Lichtentanne near 
Probstzella, Thuringia* 

3. On 2 January, a 1 out five Soviet officers and 70 HU were quartered at the 
Frey inn in Jagdshof, 6 km east of Sonneborg* On 3 January, the Soviet 
commandant of Koeppelsdorf was replaced by an officer whose name and rank 
v/ere not identified* On the came day, about hO Gorman police were quartered 
at the Kreuzer Factory in Unterlind* The castle was evacuated for the 
quartering of Soviet soldiers* Two private houses in Judenbach had to be 
vacated on short notice for the quartering of Soviet soldiers, but no 
soldiers had arrived by 3 January* A house in Adelshauson, previously occu- 
pied by Soviet soldiers, was vacated, Volkspolisei were allegedly to bo 
quartered there* Soviet soldiers and Volkspolizai of undetermined strength 
moved into quarters in Streudorf on U January* Sixty police arrived in 
u olshausen near Ileldburg on 3 January* Sixty police arrived at Eishausoa

lu Considerable changes in the Soviet occupation of the zonal bordor have boon 
effected since the beginning of 19^1* Besides local changes, reinforcements 
of bordor troops have beon observed* Hie regrouping was not completed by 
10 January* The following detailed observations wore made?
